“HAS ESCAPED 


‘MURDERER OF TOM AND LIZZ]z 
MORTON BREAKS JAIL. 


HAD FRIENDS ON. THE OUTSIDE. 


He Was Under Sentence of Death for 
a Sensational and Brutal 
Double Murder. 


Noble Shepard, the double-murderer, es- 
eaped from the City Jail early Monday 
morning. 

It is supposed that he was aided in his 
escape by outside friends. 

Whether the assistance came from the 

outside or inside, the escape was easily 
and simply effected and is heing cited in 
police circles as shameful evidence of the 
grossest official careiessness. 
Shepard was under sentence of death, 
but an appeal had been taken to the Su- 
preme Court, upon which judgment has 
not been passed. 

He occupied cell No. 33 in Murderers’ 
Row on the southwest side of the jail. 

The escape was executed according to 
plans, and when, Shepard left the jail he 
departed in a new suit of clothes fur- 
nished by some friend. 

Shepard crawled 20 feet through a sewer 


that was only large enough to permit him 


to Wriggle through like a worm. 

Besides that there was a heavy stream of 
water rushing through the sewer and . 
was choked up by his body.

Shepard was locked in his cell, the back 
of which was twenty feet from the sewer 
excavation in the bull-ring. , 

In the back of the cell was a steel plate 
10x14 inches reaching from the floor, former- 
iy used for closet connection with the sew- 
er. This plate was riveted with iron rods 
about half an inch in circumference, 

The rivets had been sawed in two, and 
the plate lifted. 

Through the dark aperture the condemned 
murderer worked his rather portly body, 
crawled througheshe sewer, easily pushed 
himself through Se. 

He then ascended the ladder of the scaf- 
fold upon which he had been sentenced to 
die, bounded from there to the roof of the 
Morgue, in which he was likely soon to 
be “slabbed,” and jumped to the ground 
a free man. 

The desperate assassin had his nerve 
about him. e paused after he scaled the 
mud embde ment, jerked off his wet and 
beslimed thing and donned another suit 
which b friends had ready for him. 

The rolled suit is all that Butch“ Wagner 
has to hold in remembrance of one of the 
most desperate criminals ever in the city 
jail. 


People are generally astir in that neigh- 
borhood every minute of every hour in the 
twenty-four, but no ohe has yet been heard 
of who saw Shepard jump from the Morgue 
roof and hasten away from the bastile that 
has for se long been his home. 

He has disappeared as completely as if the 
sewer through which he wriggled had sunk 
to the bottomless pit with him. 
He had been well on his road to freedom 
for an hour or more before the alarm was 
given that he was gone. 

The officers around the Four Courts were 
stunned by the announcement and stood

His only visitors were 
a few members of the Glass Blowers’ As- 
sociation who came to sympathize with him 
occastonally. 

“The plumbers have been working on the 
jail sewer for days. Shepard may have been 
filing on the rivets all day Saturday for 
what we know, as there was so much noise 
around his cell he would not have been 
heard. It took him several hours to file the 
iron rivets that held the steel plate through 
which he dropped into the sewer. He evi- 
dently did most of the work while the 
plumbers were hammering about him Satur- 
day, for the guards could have heard him if 
he had been using his cold chisel Sunday.

We are on the eve of a political revolu- 
tion, and nothing but the folly of Demo- 
cratic leaders can stay the tide or defeat 
the party. Certain conditions now exist 
These are, first, 
an unequivocal declaration in favor of 
the sound and honest money of the Consti- 
tution—silver and gold—and the unrestrict- 
ed coinage of both at the old ratio of 16 to 
1, and that without the leave or license of 
the debauched, effete and corrupt old mon- 
archies of Europe. And this should be stated 
as plainly as are the ten commandments, 
without rhetoric or humbuggery. Second, 
the nomination of a candidate whose past 
record is such that every man would know 
that the pledges made would be redeemed.

Matthews or any 
other gentleman spoken of as a candidate 
be presented. Then let the delegates from 
the silver States select from the number the 
candidate who is to lead the party, and 
let him be nominated in the convention. 

If this is not done, and the two-third rule 
should be abolished, we may wake up to the 
realization that the States hostile to the 
Democratic party, and where a Democratic 
electoral ticket cannot be elected on any 
kind of platform, have selected the nominee.

WHITNEY THEIR SPOKESMAN. 


What Gov. Stone, Gov. Altgeld and 
Others Think df These Undemo- 
cratic Utterances.

NEW YORK, June 22.—William C. Whit- 
ney has made public a long statement, giv- 
ing the Eastern or sound money view of 
the financial question. The gist of it is a 
tolerably plain threat that if a free silver 


be supported by Eastern Democrats, 
this subject he says: .

It is 
true that in no previous platform of the 
party can it be specifically found. Conse- 
quently no party obligations heretofore a®- 
sumed oblige them to subcribe to it. Un- 
der these circumstances if the results of 
the Democratic Convention should be to 
establish as the issue of this campaign the 
free coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 
maependent of other nations, in the inten- 
sity of feeling likely to arise, it is to be se- 
riously apprehended that a disruption of 
the Democratic party might occur.

But Were Too Manly to Urge Them— 
A Weak Tail Spoiled Their 
Chance to Win.

The St. Louis Cycling Club won the great 
team race from the Century Road Club 
at the Fair Grourds yesterday afternoon. 
The score stood 14 to 9% in favor of the 
Cycling Club. . : 

It was a fine race. There is no doubt 
that the best team won nor can there be 
the least bit of doubt that the Century 
Road Club rode a great race under most 
disadvantageous circumstances, 

It has deen said that the Centurys had 
no excuse e make for their defeat. It 
would Rave deen more proper to say that 
through sheer manliness they made no ex- 
cuse for their defeat, For -excuses they 
had and good ones, tog. If Tom Dempsey 


had been able to ride there is no doubt 


whatever that he would have added at 


least ten points to the Century's’ score. , 


This would have made it 106 to 1144. Had 
punctured’ his tire he 


might have hung on to the bunch and 
finished better than he did. However, 
that ig problematical. 

Still, there is no doubt whatever that 
Dempsey would have been up and ‘‘knock- 
ing at the door“ had not a virulent boil 
on his knee made him a cripple. His 
presence might not have won the race, but 
it would have helped the team to finish 
closer up in points. 

The race was run as everybody expected 
it would be. It was the original intention of 
the management to have the last three- 
quarters on the race track with the finish 
under the grand-stand. The rain made the 
track a sea of mud and forced a change in 
programme to the road. 

The road was in very bad condition after 
the heavy rainstorm and as the expected 
crowd was kept away by the rain some- 
body suggested a postponement. The Cen- 
turys seconded the motion, They were anx- 
lous to get Dempsey into the race as his 
substitute, Hitchings, had not trained an 
hour. The Cycling Club would not consent 
to A postponement, so they had to race. 
They started opposite the grand-stand on 
the north side in the midsg of the usual 
embarrassing crowd of rubber necks” who 
could have seen the race with infinitely more 
comfort from the stand. 

They got off at 4:3. The St. Louls lads 
hit the 4 up. Frank Howard took a lap. 
Then Alex Laing put in an awful turn and 
Hitchings and Johnston of the Centurys 
were in the parlance of the cyclists “shook.” 
Weidner took a couple of laps and made 
them hot. Then Billy Cox came a hummer 
and Gardiner of the Century was done. Ross 
Miller punctured about this time and when 
he came around half a lap behind the bunch 
the Century men saw that they were beaten. 

The bunch now consisted only of gixteen 
men, Only six of whom were Centurys. They 
made up in ability and pluck what they 
lacked in numbers. Knower, 2 21 the 
Wills, Grath and Devoy were ri ing side 
by side with the Cycle Club’s best and 
they rode there to the end. True it is that 
their club was beaten, but to-day these six 
men can hold up their heads with the best 
road riders in the land. They knew they 
were beaten, but with true grit they rode 
out a bitter finish and all of the six of them 
finished in the first ten. 

If the Century’s “tail” had ridden any 
kind of a decent race they would have won. 
On the tenth lap the bunch caught Hitch- 
ings and Johnston and went by them like a 
streak of lightning. Then Harding, who 
Was captaining the St. Louis team, dropped 
for the finish. 
They were all there save Jones, who was 
shaken on the tenth lap. As they came down 
the back stretch every Bicycle Club man 
was in a good position. Their game was 
to get in the lead, take all the road and 
finish bunched. A bad spot of mud spoiled 
their well laid plans. 

As they turned into the stretch Knower 
and Laing started the sprint. The whole out- 
fit went after them. Knower had the worst 
track and Laing crept away from him. Cox 
came up on the inside. Grath had Harding 

Inned on the fence behind Ernest Wills. 
he others were weill scattered, but close 
up. ; 

Laing won by a wheel’s length from Cox. 
Knower made a lovely jump in the last few 
feet and was only. six inches behind Cox 
when they went over. 

There was a whole lot of money bet on 
the result of the struggle between Grath and 
Harding. Thirty yards out it looked as if 
Grath had the red shirted Cycling Clubite 
beaten. The judges said that Harding made 
a jump at the finish and won by a foot. 
Both Grath and Harding spoiled their 
chances of first place by watching each 
other too closely all through the race. They 
knew that a whole lot of money depended 
on them and they. were over cautious and 
anxious. 

Little Ernest Wills finished on Knower's 
rear whéel. Back of Grath was Weidner 
and then came three Century men in a 
bunch—Rodgers, Devoy and Ed Wills. 
When six white shirts passed in the first 
ten many people thought the Centuries had 
won. But that long weak tall“ dragged 
them down. Six Cycling Club men came in 
a bunch and the four remaining Centurys 
straggled in during the evening. 

Between Alex. Laing, who finished first, 
and his brother Bob, who finished fifteenth, 
there was only two seconds time. That 
shows the stuff of which those six Century 
lads are made. 

After the race there was high carnival 
heid at the Cycling Cluhehouse. The Cen- 
tury lads came down and Victors and van- 
quished ran it all over again. The best of 
good feeling prevailed and when they parted 
it was au revoir. We will see you when 
we get a better tail.” The men finished as 
follows:

Alex Laing finished first all right, bus 
Jake Weidner rode the best race for his 
club. Weidner did a whole lot of the don. 
key work.” His strong, steady pacing had 
much to do with his_team’s victory. He cut 
out more running than any an in the 
race, and at the finish was bang up in sev- 
enth place. Weidner is a great roa rider. 

Red-haired Charley Crower was high 
man for the Centurys. The youngster 
rode a fine race. A mere novice, he tacked 
on to the best road riders in America or, 
perhaps, the world, and finished right up 
with Alex. Laing and W. J. Cox. The race 
stamps Crower as one of the very first 
road riders in the country. 

Billy Cox never trained an hour for the 
race. Cox has not been in the best of 
health and did not want to engage in the 
race, as he was afraid he could not stand 
the training. W. M. Rosporough was re- 

nsible for putting him on the team. 
The other members of the team committee 
did not want to put him on, as he had not 
trained. Rosborough insisted that he out- 
classed them all and would ride away up 
anyhow. After much discussion the handi- 
capper carried his point. It is a good 
thing that he did. Cox about won the 
race for his team. If he had been left off 
his substitute would have about finished 
seventeenth. ; 

A good many people were around last 
night making exouses for Eddie Grath.
